I Hi bet and Central Asia 


have many points in common with Colo- 
rado-, Italy hi upon ttx uamt leothcriual 
Une , they arc widely separated from the 
moisture of the ocean, and are bulb re- 
markable for the dtyness of the air. They 
occupy high tabk-Uuds with numerous 
still more elevated mountain p«ks spring 
ing into the regions of perpetual congela- 
tion. Sir Joseph Hooker, the celebrated 
botanist, who is familiar with the interior 
of 1 hi bet. and with whom 1 traveled last 
summer, in the Santre de Chnsto range, 
and the San Luis Valley, found many 
plants geoenca'ly the v*me m both coun- 
tries. bchUgenweit found the plains of 
Thibet like those of Colorado inhabited

1 he Yak was first mentioned among 


western ^liters in the third century ; it w« 
also spoken of b>. the travelers of the 
middle ages, but care/ul descriptions of it 
onl) '.reached Kurope about a hundred 
years ago. 
(riitelm saw one in Siberia in 


1754. 
turner, the English ambassador to 


Thibet, d>-ecribe«l the animal in 1783. 
He 


says they resemble the English cattle, but 
are furnished with long hair, and that 
they live on the short grass and herbs of 
the mounums and colder parts of Thibet. 
Various recent travelers have shown that 
the animal is found, both wild and do- 
mesticated, over a very large portion of 
Asia. They descend on the south side of 
the Himalaya mountains as far as the 
twenty-seventh degre* of latitude, and ex- 
tend thence through Thibet and northern 
China. 1 hey do not descend lijwer ln the 
south than about the elevation of Colorado 
Spiings, but m the higher passes they may 
be found where the horse and the mule
